Story of Cennerratorlum. 

In that name lies much history, 
dating back as tar as I903>4 \shen 
comeone suggested that McGiU 
should have inflriu-tion for musif. 
Prior to that Ro>r1 Victoria Col- 
lege had included some musical 
subjects in its curriculum to encour- 
age and suppb* the needs of local 
■nd native talent 

Ijord Strathcona. then Chancellor 
of the Univer.^ity, dor.stort the 
buildins u.«ed no«- 8$ the Conser- 
>'a<orium and sfter\»srds personally 
bo« the expense of altering :t for 
A music school. 

On October 14ih, 1904 Lord and 
L»d>' Mljito officially opened the 
Conser\'atorium. In 190T-8 the or- 
ganist of Csnterburj- Cathedral. 
Harry Crane Perrin vas asked to 
become Director. In 1910 Local 
Center Examinations were institut- 
ed, as the examinations of the 
Board of the Roygl Academy and 
Royal College of Music of Lor.don 
did not meet the needs of the Do- 
minion's local conditions. 

1B14 saw the Conservatorium fin- 
■nciallj- endowed by Sir William 
MacDonald; 1920 the Govemorf of 
the University constituted the firs; 
Faculty of Music, and in 1923 Lsdv 
Strathcona gave the building to the 
"Universitj-. 1929 Dr. Perrin. Dean, 
retired and Douglas Clark was ap- 
pointed director, and later Dean, 
the position which he now occupies. 

Facvltjr Attire Outdde. • 

Many of the facultj' memberî 
participate in musical aciivitics out- 
side of the University. Among these 
is the Dean, who conducts the 
Montreal symphony orchestra 
everj- two weeks; Director R. de H. 
Tupper conducts the McGill String 
Orchestra, Professor Weatherseed is 
organist in St. George's Church. 
Professor Champagne is director of 
the Catholic SchooU in Montreal, 
Professor Hanson is Supervisor of 
Music in the Westhlll High School, 
and Dr. Egerton is the organist and 
choir director lor St. Paul and St. 
Andrew's Churches. 

Carnegie Koom. 

In February 1939 the Carnegie 
Room in the Conservatorium was 
opened to all students attending 
McGill. Mrs. John Drinkwater 
decorated and lumished an appro- 
priate room to house the Carnegie 
donation of gramaphone, records, 
and index from New York City. 
Tnif room ;j nneant to be used lor 
those who appreciate good music 
and from twelve-thirty to six 
o'clock every day students may 
sign up and listen to those records 
which they wish to hear. 

Downstairs in the building is a 
Club Room lor the members of Qie 
Conservatorium Club. This Club 
wac institttted during the years of 
progress and holds lortnightly 
meetings leaturing lecliures on vari- 
ous composers by the professor^ 
original compositions by the mem- 
bers, and any otlier interesting 
mufiic sung or played by the Club 
members. This year David Lcven- 
son was elected president and 
D'Arcy Shea secretary and irt-aiur- 
er.

Misrepresented German Phil- 
osopher Subject of Address 
in Union Tonight 



Accused of bringing about a war 
which he merely foresaw very 
clearly some forty years ahead. 
Friedrich Nietzsche has become one 
of the most misunderstood and mis- 
represented philosophers. In ad 
dressing the Philosophical Society 
on Nietzsche tonight at 8.15 in the 
Union Music Room. Mr. Beck of 
the department of German will at 
tempt to show the fallacies involved 
in many current interpretations ol 
the German philosopher-poet and 
the reasons lor such erroneous 
views. 

"This misrepresentation." Mr. 
Beck pointed out in a statement to 
the "Daily," is partly due to the 
lact that some self-styled German 
authorities adapted Nietzsche's 
writings to Uieir eventual purpose, 
Nietzsche's language lending itself 
often to double interpretation; or 
those same Germans simply ignored 
Nietzsche when he exhibtied and 
flayed their faults: Nietzsche's last 
book, "Ecce Homo," probably lor 
that very reason was published only 
some 25 years alter it had been 
written. 

"On the other hand," Mr. Beck 
added, "some translators apparently 
did not know German well enough. 
As Nietzsche was not always recog- 
nized as a philosopher, I shall at- 
tempt to ihow thil Uiere was 
nevertiiclfcit something in his writ- 
ings which could be called a 
philosophical system. It can at any 
rate no longer be denied that 
Nietzsche's thinking influenced the 
world more than that of some pro- 
iiisAopai philos(>phers."

Woods, Argo Present 
Talks

Mr. Woods, who .«poke on 
"Shakespere — Medical Observer," 
ikelchod an excellent piçtur»; of 
Medicine in Shakespeare's day, as 
revealed by the many references in 
his writings. He quoted pajusages re- 
ferring to simple Anatomy, Physiol- 
ogy. Obstetric."; and Pediatric;, but 
at the .wmc time, went on to point 
nut that in the field of Medicine, 
Shakespeare had not outdistanced 
the Held of that era. but that he 
was merely a keen observer and 
recorder of contemporary medicine. 

Mr. Woods then went on to show 
that Shakspere did not precede 
Harvey In the discovery ot the 
Circulation of the Blood, as many 
commentators believe. Shakspere 
thought, as did the Medical men of 
his day, that arteries and veins 
were separate systems — the vein= 
carrying food material and the 
arteries the tempers or gaseous 
spirits. It was not until Harvey 
made his epoch discovery of the 
capillary circulation, was it known 
that they were one and the same 
System. 

Shakspere on Sex. 

Probably one of Shakspcre's most 
notable references to a medical 
topic, was to the disease, Syphillis. 
He describes all the secondary 
phenomena In detail and in Timon 
of Athens, he paints a perfect pic- 
ture of the tertiary lesion — vij. 
General Paresis of the Insr.ne. 

In conclusion, Mr. Woods pointed 
out that we must not regard Shak- 
spere as possessed of an abundance 
of medical knowledge in advance 
of his day, but that he was merely 
a keen observer and accurate 
recorder. 

Argo On Surgery. 

Mr. William Argo delivered a 
very entertaining address on some 
surgical highlights. He began with 
tlic Neolithic surgeon trepanning 
tlie skull to release demons and 
encasing broken bones in soft clay,

Lennoxville, Que.. January 23rd— 
'C, U. P.)— Debaters from Univer- 
sity of McGill decisively defeated 
the University of Bishops College 
speakers 'o-fore a large audience in 
Convocation Hall this evening, 
when they upheld -.he negative side 
of the resolution that "a written 
constitution is necessary for social 
progress." 

The representatives for McGill 
were John Parker, who led the de- 
bate, and Sam Hutcheson. while Ian 
Hay and Wilder Penfield. jr., de- 
fended the affir.Tia'ive. Judges for 
the debate were. Dr. O. Raymond. 
Mr. Guy V/ard, and Mr. Ho-ward J. 
Aikman. In support ot the ailirma- 
Uve side of the debate the follow- 
ing main paints ot argument were 
presented. .\n iron clad, not easily 
changeable guidance for the cor- 
rect government of a country ne- 
cessitates a written constitution to 
safeguard that nation's Ideals of ad- 
ministration. 

Under a written constitution 
there can still be social progress 
since amendments can be made at 
the will ot the governing body to 
conform with changing conditions; 
A written constitution by its very 
nature acts as a check upon hasty 
changes which may be unwise. But. 
the negative debaters from McGill 
argued, "in the constitution's dur- 
ability there lies a hindrance to 
some beneficial change— some re- 
form that might be delayed num- 
berless years. Mistakes can be rec- 
tified but improvements n«ed no 
alteration, and." they wen: on to 
say, ."Great Britain has no written 
constitution, yet witness the great 
social changes that have been and 
are being brought about. So it 
has been in many countries." The 
negative side refuted every argu- 
ment brought forward by their op- 
ponents and presented their case 
in such a convincing and decisive 
manner as to win the debate. Al- 
though Bishop's did not succeed 
they foimd it an enjoyable debate, 
and look forward to the next 
McGill-Bishop's debate with antici- 
pation. 



Fredrickton, N.B.— (C.U.P.)— At s 
meeting of the Students* Repra* 
sentative Council of the Unlversit/

The withdrawal of the University 
I ot New Brunswick brings the total' 
to three who have withdrawn from:- 
the C.S.A. since the dose of their 
national Conference at St Anne de 
Bellevue during the Christmas 
vacation. The other' universities 
that 'nave withdrawn are the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan and Moimt- 
Allison University. 

The following resolution was 
passed at the meeting of the Stu- 
dents' Representative Council of the 
University of New Brunswick: 

"Whereas we feel that the inter- 
ests ot the Canadian. Students can 
be served adequately through one 
official national organization; 

And whereas we are satisfied that 
the NF.C.U.S. is so constituted as 
to be capable of fulfilling aU. of- 
the necessary functions ot such an.' 
organization; 

And whereas we are not con- 
vinced that the C.S.A. is capable 
of promoting the best Interests of , 
the students of this university; 

Be it therefore resolved that from 
this date the S.R.C. of the UJI.B. 
discontinue its association, such as 
it has been, with tie C.S.A. and 
support and extend recognition to 
only the said N.F.C.U.S."

Yellowing Journalism 

We have been wat<?hing with some in- 
imwKt — and no little dismay — the decline 
in quality of the journalism of the Cana- 
dita newspapers since the outbreak of war. 
Admittedly the counlrj- is at war, but surely 
tiiB press doesn't have to degenerate into a 
state where cver>' edition is merely a col- 
lection of "scare-heads", atrocity stories 
»bout the enemy, and propaganda stories 
intended to build up morale. An interest- 
ing point is that the papers of Great Bri- 
tain, a country which is certainly much 
nore concerned about the war right now 
{has we are, have maintained an attitude 
of great calm. There is, in fact, considerably 
len eenfiorship of certain types of news, 
aoch as the situation in India, than there 
is in our own papers. 

As alarming as any feature of this de- 
cline in quality is the toial disappearance 
•of that thing on which the British peoples 
*m pride themselves — "British fair play". 
ItfSs utterly inconceivable, according t« our 
papers, that any American who favoured 
Miitrality could be mox'ed by any but the 
;l>aaest motives of selfishness and personal 
pun. -All virtue is on our side; all narrow- 
mindedness and shirking of responsibility 
on the other. Tiie noteworthy e>:ample of 
the demonstrations in our papers following 
the first speech of Col. Lindbergh — ^not to 
jnention the second — ^show exactly what we 
^néan. We still think it's asking a little 
Jtoo much of an American citizen to become 
.* .patriotic Britisher simply because he liv- 
«d on an island near England for a few 
months. And, of course, said tlie press, 
either the Lone Eagle was definitely of pro- 
Nazi leanings or the fa'-t ih.at lie had been 
awarded a medal by trie ^'aziî had gone to 
ihis head. The possibility that the colonel 
was a patriotic American who honestly 
îthoiight the war was none of his countrj-'s 
ibusinesE was not suggested, for reasons we 

needn't go into.

THE EARTH TURNS 



A ttrance political drama is at present tak» 
iag place in the Balkans— a drama which may 
yet be inttrumenul in putting an end U) this 
"lull before the norm" which still prevails on 
the Western Front. Its etsential theme ii re- 
visionism vs. co-operation. Will there be the 
formation of a solid Balkan block under the 
benevolent leadership of Fascist Italy, or will 
conflicting territorial Interests between the var- 
ious countries keep them divided and at each 
others throats' 

For several years that was the problem 
confronting those nations of Europe desiring 
to preserve the status quo as laid down by the 
Treaty of Versailles. Unfortunately revisionism 
was chosen as the chief instrument of policy 
until those relatively weak "have-not" nationt 
were actually made strong enough to challenge 
the powers that tinsuccessfuUy tried to appease 
their hunger. The situation that now exists in 
the Balkans is in many ways quite similar to 
that which had been taking place on a world- 
wide scale. But in this case it ie much more 
easily understood since it is not beclouded by 
the false pretense that the disputed issues are 
of a "moral" or "sentimental" nattixe. As far 
as .this latter consideration is concerned it 
seems as if bitter experience has definitely 
shown that anyone attempting to interpret the 
international situation in termii of morality or 
s«jt|m«nt must inevitably involve himself in 
a mass of contradictions. This i< a period of 
iiard-boiled power politics and it is especially 
under such conditions tlial governments tend 
to act in a 'manner which they consider to l>e 
consistent with their own intereslt. It is only 
natural that they do so. To imagine that there 
ever existed a force in world politics more 
powerful than that of sclf-intercst is to com- 
pletely misunderstand human nature as well 
as the whole course of human history. 'Dial 
mmt be the premise from which any political 
dificus^ioo must begin. 

NmI Threat in Balkaiih, 

Although Nazi political and economic in- 
fltiencc in the Balkan countries bat been very 
iitrong in the last few years, it was only after 
the brtjtal deeU-vction of Czechoslovakia tiiat 
these rich area; weré openly exposed to Nazi 
penetration. U Hvmgary and Roumanis should 
suffer a sinfiilar fate to that of Poland it v/ould 
only be the result of their reactionary and 
shorl-sight«cl poiic^e^ in deliberately supporting 
an «tt«c)( wpoa only bulwark that could 
have protected Uvéïn i|(|ain;t Hitler's drive to 
the East. Tint tomber Polish Governm«nt has 
already paid a tragic price for having been 
en accessory to what v/ill go dov.'n at one of 
the greatest l)p|fticaJ crimes in the hiotory of 
Europe. /Pj^rf jliçujd bç condomnatlpn and 
hate for the nation who violates the principles 
of international law and launches an unprovok- 
ed act of aggression agaiiibi anotlici' nuiiun, but 
there can be little synipfHiy /or tlie ajjgrc/itor 
v/ho himself becomes a victim of aggression.

Ilul Ununiaiila would of course not accept 
such liM'rltorinl adJiiElnient!) which would ul- 
llmatcly destroy her as n leading slate In the 
Balkans. Besides, once sho has conceded the 
province of Transj'lvanla to Hungary what ar- 
gument could she have for resisting Russian 
olaiiuis on Bessarabia' Roumania dnp.i not want 
to become anoUier Czechoslovakia, it Is there- 
fore In her Interests to preserve the status quo 
and oppose any territorial rovlsiun of her 
own frontiers. That is the policy King Carol 
likely to pursue, and it Is bused on the as- 
sumption 'that If the worst comes lo the worst 
and Ihe Nazi blnw fulls, then Ihc other Balkan 
countries would certainly prefer to all "hang 
together tluin hang separately," 
* ❖ ♦ 

What role Is Mussolini playing In this Bal- 
kan drama' ^'I'lie war has nlrciidy cxpo.scd 
Italy's great military and diploinulic weakness. 
Lacking stich essentials as coal and oil, sho is 
dependent upon sea-borne traffic for her sup- 
ply of these necessities of modern industry. 
Since Italy could not carry on a war without 
these materials which come from beyond the 
Mediterranean she could easily be paralyzed 
by a blockade that closed the Strait of Gibral- 
tar, the Suez Canal and the Dardanelles. Such 
a blockade could only be broken by battleships 
of which Italy has only four— all old keels laid 
before 1814. 

To compensate for her apparent weak- 
nesses in the present world crisis, Italy is lead- 
ing the attempt to place herself at the head of 
a neutral block in the Balkans. As a prelim- 
inary itcp it is rumored that a military alli- 
ance has been made with Hungary. 

Strange as it may seem Mussolini now 
claims that he is making a stand against ag- 
gression, and that he is determined to defend 
the security of small nations in southeastern 
Europe! This modem Sir Galahad is thus once 
more donning his shining armour. On a pre- 
vious occasion he had accepted his "historical 
mission" and brought civilization to Ethiopia 
by means of gas and bombs, then he gallantly 
"liberated" Spain. And just last year he 
"saved" the Albanians from the "tyranny" of 
their own government While now he has be- 
come a Balkan crusader. Mussolini, thy name 
is indeed Altruism!

Across the harbour from the 
Queen's campus in Kingston, the 
old Stone Frigate "rides at anchor" 
again after being "beached" for al- 
most a century.

For this 
reason, and because of its history, 
H, M. S. Stone Frigate has acquir- 
ed a symbolic aura. The annual Re- 
view, published by the gentlemen 
cadets of the College, bears the 
auxiliary title, Log of H.M.S. Stone 
J''rigate.

I remember how we trained for the McGIlt Ski Team these last (our 
years. Our methods were probably not very différent from lliose used 
by Rppirants a whole decade ago, and Ihcy probably will mil linvr clinng- 
ed ten years from now vmless somrlhlng is done aboul it loon. To begin 
with, our training was an Individual affair. The methods we chose, and 
the ihiMoui;hiiPS.<: with which wo applied llifm. wcrp laraely up lo cmr- 
telvcs. Ai a result, our conditioning waj> rRllier a haplinzard ntfair, and 
the things we did were often without logical backing. 

Since then T have been doing n consldrrablc amount ot training in 
Norway In the company of many ot the best runners and Jinnpcrs In 
tlte world. I feel that I am now in a position lo compare our conception 
of traming with theirs, and to point out certain mltlakei we have made 
in the \>»f\. 

In the first place the object of the training session must al all limes 
be kept clearly in mind. The body must be built up, not toned down, so 
that muscles and ncrvet are toned up to their best condition, to that the 
pcrjed of recovery from strenuous exertion will be reduced to a min- 
imum; and >n that the 'wind' may be ai; good m pinriblr. 

With this in mind let us examine the training routine In which wo 
have been accustomed and compare it with the methods which experi- 
ence has tauKhl to be best over here. 

Alter a iummcr as anything from tourist to tourist-guide, or bell- 
boy to lumberjack, we used to return lo college al the beginning of 
October. Some of us were in good condition lis a rcfull of a healthy 
summer, and others were in an almost run-down condition. Neverlhc- 
less, with the vision oX a new ski season ahead we nil phuigcd enthusi- 
astically into a sort of training routine which shortly made oiir niutclcs 
stiff and sore. This wr accepted at a neccisary step in the progress of 
the training. We began to run around the track in Molson Stadium, to 
pUy touch rugby, indulge in gymnastics along with boxers and hockey 
playen, and exert ourselves in any way possible. Each workout was 
followed by t shower. 

Later on we began to concentrate on our running. We would pound 
along the hard road to the Lookout on Mount Royal and back. This 
jaunt took about half an hour if I remember correctly. Those who were 
serious enough would continue this routine right up until the snow 
came, and run on skis either in the morning or afternoon, two times 
within the week. 

In the meantime we spent our Sundays at chopping trees on ski 
trails in the Laurentians or digging ■ new profile (or a jump, or some 
other project which coiild be ùicd as an excuse lo gel exercise. 

♦ ♦ ' « 

Now compare this with the way it is done in Norway. The train- 
ing is begun very gradually, in fact so gradually that stiffnc» and sore- 
ness should not be experienced. Instead of running twice a week on a 
level track, they do it on the softer uneven ground in the woods. In- 
stead of running continuously and making a competition out of it, they 
run as fast as they can uphill, take it easy on the level and walk down. 
This is supposed to build up the wind without the grinding run which 
we thought was quite necessary. These runs should be of about an 
hours duration and preferably followed by a sleam bath. 

The Viking training routine contains a twice-weekly steam bath. 
This keeps the muscles loose and drives fat and poisons from the sys- 
tem. But great care should be taken no^ to overdo it, as too much is 
weakening. 

Ordinsrily the bathers sit first in dry air up to 85 or 90 degrees. 
Water it then added to the steam making apparatus until the humidity 
his risen to 45 or 50. Eight or ten minutes of this is enough. One then 
retires to the coolinf room lo cool off gradually for from three to five 
minutes. Then a warm shower and "again into the sleam bath. This 
proce£.<; may be repeated ur.lU the lime in the bath. totals from 15 lo 20 
mi.iules— never more. 

After such a Turkish bath cooling must be very gradual and tho- 
rough, and must be culminated by an Ice-cold shower before venturing 
outside. Thèse baths are considered a very essential part of Ihe train- 
ing, and many of the huts in Nordmarken are now equipped with built- 
in 'badslu'. 

Bui the climax of the week's training is the Sunday tour, and here 
our Canadian sin wis one of omission. The Viking Sunday lour is con- 
ductttd in exactly the same way as the ordinary week-day tour, except 
that it is much prolonged. Early in ihc fall it may only last (or two 
hours but this it increased each Sunday until it reaches (our, five, or 
six, hours. This may be followed by a very light steam balh^to loosen 
the muscles again. 

It It on such a Sunday tour that Ihè lust for cross-country running 
creeps into the lilood. The distance covered may run up to 30 nr 35 
milet, and as the week-ends go by and as the condition improvci, it 
gradually becomes the grestesl pleasure of the week. Our Laurentians 
ire well suited for this training bul I believe that there can be no more 
ideal terrain for it in the world then Normarka. The whole country it 
crisscroised with trails which wander over a wonderful rolling country. 
The forest it evergreen and is open and clear of underbrush, to that it 
it juît at e«y to run without a trail as with one— and often more intcr- 
ejiing. Back her* in the wildi the (oolprlnts of the Viking and the 
great Korwegian mootc /hingle on the palht, the air it clear and exhil- 
sraUng, and one is itimulatcd with new energy and (ired with new 
ambi'iion. 

So there is much we Canadians can learn about training from thete 
Vikijig boys. Most important of all, if we are to gel the most from our 
conditioning we must learn to enjoy it. And the walchword should 
always be "Take it easy."

which when hardened, produced a 
suitable cast for the injured mem- 
ber. From there he discussed sur- 
gery in Egypt in 1600 B.C. as re- 
vealed by the Edwin Smith Papy- 
rus. He touched on their methods 
of observation, tre.ntment of frac- 
tures, descriptions of sensory and 
motor disturbances in brain tumors, 
and tuberculous abscesses. He com- 
mented on Hindu medicine and 
their treatment of fislulae, on 
Grecian medicine and the impetas 
it received under the famous Hyppo- 
crates, who was impressed with the 
value of cleanliness in surgery, and 
applied a rational approach to the 
treatment of fractures and disloea- 
tiiiiis NeNt conies Galen, who was 
the first to record the suturing of 
tendons and probably was most 
noted for his doctrine that laudable 
pus was a necessity of primary 
healing. Ambrolse Pare, hi the six- 
teenth Century, is regarded by 
niiiny as the fouiuler of modern 
surgery. He revolutionized the 
trcilment of gun-shot wounds and 
employed therapeutic amputation of 
linibs. 

In Englaiul, surgery in the six- 
tcontti Century was carried on by 
tho barbers, who formed a Surgery 
Guild, Probably the first English 
surgeon of note, who was not a bar- 
ber, was .loliii uf .\rdine, who des- 
cribed llio fust rational tioalmen; 
for fistulae-in-ano. In Italy, about 
this time, Vcsalius was bringing 
finer anatomical details into light. 
Ill 1628 William Harvey wrote a 
new chapter in Surgery by his dis- 
covery of the Circulation. In the 
eighteenth Coiilury, surgery receiv- 
ed u treiiiciiUous impetus from 
Chcs:>elton, Potts and John Hunter. 
They tackled practically every 
branch of surgery and performed 
many operations in accurate detail 
aiul left for piKilonly inan.v obacr- 
valions that have been unsurpassed. 
Probably the next most important 
step forward that was taken was 
tho abolition of pain in surgery by 
the introduction of anac.'>the:^ia in

ARMY SWEATER. 
Size: 38-40. 

Needles: Nos. U and 8. 
Front. 

With No. U needles, cast on 112 
sts. Knit in rib of k2, p2 for 8 

inches. Change to No. 8 needles 
and increase m every llth st to 
12;2 sts. Knit in stocking St. with 
border of 6 st. plain knitting each 
side for 3 inches. At this point 
change border sts. to 15 sts. and 
start border of neck as follows: 

With wrong side of work toward 
you kl5, p40, kl2, p40, kl5. Next 
row all 'Kiiii. Repeat these two 
rows for 1 inch. 

Armhole. 

Cast off 9 sts. at the beginning 
of the ne.\t 2 rows, at Lhe same 
time keep 12 centre ^ts. plain for 
neck band. Continue to decrease 
at armhole edges as follows: 

On right side of work kO, k2 to- 
gether, knit to last 8 sts. k2 to- 
gether. k6. .No decreasing on next 
row. Repeat these 2 rows until 34 
sts. remain. 

V-Neck. 

Divide stitches here for neck, 42 
sts. for each side. Working on 42 
sis, al neck edge knit 2 together 
inside border every 4th row until 
27 sts. remain. Continue knitting 
even until armhole measures 9 
inches on a straight line from first 
decrease. 

Now take up other 42 sts. and 
knit other side to correspond. Work 
acro.ss 27 sts. cast on 26 sts. for back 
of neck, knit other 27 sts. (80 sts.) 
Knit 6 ridges In garter stitch, then 
continue in stockuig stitch always 
keeping border of 6 sts. Work until 
back measures 7 inchcSi start in- 
creasing as follows: 

Right side of work, k6, increase 
^, k to last 7 sts,, increase 1, luiit 
6. Continue to increase on the right 
.<.ide rows until there are 96 sts., 
then caol on 5 sts. on each side iIOô 
aii..>. Km I '} inches stocking stitch 
wiUi border. Change to No. U 
needles, knit every 9th and 10th 
sUtchcs together across row (96 sts.) 
k2. p2 for 5 inches and cast off
